COAL-CUTTING MACHINERY. 


Sim,—After the large amount of attention which was directed to the 
t advantage to be derived from the introduction of machinery for hew- 
g coal, I certainly expected to hear more than I have lately done of the 
adoption of the machines, and of the relative merits of the several inven- 
tions. As I presume that each of the patentees intend to sell the machines 
they-manufacture, and not limit their use to the collieries with which they 
are immediately connected, I think they would facilitate the development 
of their enterprise by making known the results obtained with their several 
improvements. I have carefully watched the Journal from week to week, 
but find no reference to results since the lawsuit between Messrs, Firth 
and Ridley, nor can I learn of the introduction of a single machine into 
Germany under the licence granted. I am aware that a licence was ob- 
tained by a German, who, it has been said, was somewhat apathetic, and 
has not properly exerted himself, but I think that, had any real practical 
advantage in the machine been made evident, as compared with hand la- 
bour, the Germans would have been but too ready to adopt it. 
It would be particularly interesting to your readers if either Mr, Ridley, 


who are using the machine, would state which they have adopted, and the 
results obtained, as well as the merits of, and objections to, the arrange- 
ment. By this means the inventor of the best machine would be secured 
the advantage to which he is so justly entitled, and any little defect that 
may prevent the advantageous use of other machines could, probably, be 
remedied. I believe that both in the case of coal-cutting machinery and 
of puddling machinery considerable injury has been done alike to the 
blic and to the inventors by the little trouble that has been taken to make 
nown the amount of success achieved and the nature of the obstacles met 
with.— Glasgow, June 20. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN TIN DRESSING. 


Sim,—It wovld be very desirable to obtain particulars of the buddle re- 
cently introduced at Dolcoath Mine, and which is represented by Mr, C, 
Thomas to be so valuable to that undertaking. A short description of the 
buddle would, probably, suffice, together with particulars of its cost, and 
the quantity of stuff treated in a given period. There is no doubt that 
many of the English ores are badly dressed—in other words, the loss in- 
curred in the enrichment of the vein stuffis much greater than is generally 
imagined. For instance, in some of the silver-lead ores of Cornwall and 
Devon a considerable amount of silver is removed by the mere attrition of 
water, whilst with tinstuff direct separation is attempted without the aid 
of any special sizing apparatus; the result is, that the more minute parti- 
cles of tin are floated off and intermixed with the larger granules of sand. 
Tt cannot be supposed that any wanton waste of valuable vein stuff is per- 
mitted in any mine in this country; but, on the other hand, it is too fre- 
quently allowed through ignorance of the exact mechanical and metallur- 
gical treatment to which it should be subjected. D. 


COPPER ORES, AND THEIR METALLIC COMPOUNDS. 


S1r,—I notice in last week’s Journal the remarks of Mr, John Thomas, 
of Battersea, in reference to the metals contained in copper ores, and have 
endeavoured some time since, in two instances, through the medium of 
your widely-circulated Journal, to draw the attention of those connected 
with mining and smelting to the indisputable facts which have come under 
my own practical observance, as well as by experimental analysis. I am 
fully convinced that the different metals which are associated with and 
enter into the composition of copper ores are easily separable by an im- 
proved mode of smelting, and would yield highly remunerative returns to 
the capitalist. I find the class of ores retaining the greatest composition 
of metals are those known and designated as copper pyrites, more particu- 
larly the ores selling from the mines extending from the Callington to the 
Tavistock district, some of which are highly metalliferous, and contain 
from 12 to 20 ozs, of silver to the ton, beside a fair percentage of arsenic, 
iron, nickel, sulphur, and zinc. The Bedford United Mines ores formerly 
yielded a good percentage of silver, the ores being equally as valuable for 
silver as for copper; they were sold as ordinary copper ores, but principally 
purchased by two copper companies, who have for some years adopted the 
process of separating these metals, which must have been a valuable ac- 
quisition, and have given ample remuneration to those smelters, although 
it yielded no additional benefit to the miner or adventurer. I have almost 
completed a careful and correct spa ye of the different ores throughout 
the two counties, and the metals with which they are associated, and kope 
shortly to give some details both of the qualitative and quantitative result, 
hoping it will be conducive of public good, and interesting to those who 
may take an interest in this matter. I am thoroughly satisfied if attention 
were drawn to it, that the most beneficial results would accrue both to the 
miner and smelter.— Assay Office, Liskeard, June 22.

THE MINERA DISTRICT—EISTEDDFOD ROYALTY, 


Sir,—I was glad to see some remarks, a few weeks since, on the sab- 
ject of the enormous royalty imposed on the lead mines of the Minera dis- 
trict, particularly those on the Eisteddfod. In these mines I, also, am a 
shareholder, but, like many more, was induced to take an interest without 
daly considering the conditions, or the probability of a return for the risk 
run. Had I known that my adventure was to be subject to such a heavy 
tax, not a penny of mine should have gone towards enriching the proprie- 
tors. Bat [ suspect the subject has not been properly, if at all, represented 
to head quarters, for first it had only been whispered, then it had been openly talked 
about, then the propriety of a depatation argued, and then a deputation actually ap- 
pointed ; but although some months have elapsed since their appointment I cannot hear 
that they have persoually waited on the owners, My reason for thinking it has not 
been fully and clearly brought under their notice is, that no persons desirous of im- 
proving and further developing their property would levy such black mall on those who 
are actually risking their money in undertakings which, if ful, will i ase their 
Tent roll, and if a fallare will entail on them no loss, Neither do I think they would 
Wish to signalise th ives st landlords as so inconsistent and exacting; this 
‘Would be a notoriety the most covetous would not desire, But that the present royalty 
Goes expose them to this imputation will appear from the fact that it is twice as much 
as in any other part of the kingdom. I have ascertained on good authority that the 
average royalty in England is about a fourteenth, which would de about 21s. per ton, 
whereas the Minera Boundary, Twelve Aposties, Union, &., pay 50s, per ton. Know- 
ing that these mines possess no peculiar advantages, my plea for reduction is stil! fur- 
ther enhanced by the fact that the percentage imposed is unprecedented and unparalleled. 
Bart it may be that the fault lies in the manner in which the estate is managed. It 
bas been said that the agents receive a commission on the royalty. If so, that would, 
in some measure, account for the grievance complained of. Under such circumstances 
they could not be expected to volunteer expostulation with their employers on the ex- 
@essiveness of the charge, because by so doing they would be reducing their own in- 
come. Ido not say they would throw any obstacle in the way; I hope and believe 
otherwise, but it is against human natare to suppose they would take the initiative 
in the matter. 

I write these few iines in the hope it may meet the eye of some of the proprietors, 
and induce them to give the subject their calm, frank, and earnest consideration. If 

do T am sure it will result in such a reduction of the royalty as will at once put 
the mines on the same footing as those on the neighbouring estates. It will ulso lead 
to a much Increased outlay of capital, which in the long run must, of necessity, be good 
for the estate. . Z

DESULPHURATION OF GOLD ORES. 


| $Srr,—I observed in the Journal of June 10 a process for the treatment of 
| gold ores with salt, &c. I know not whether Mr. Kent’s formula is put 

orth as any late discovery, but I know that the same process was tried 

years ago, and resulted as any chemist could foresee—simply because 
chloride of sodium attacks the infinitessimal particles of the precious 
| metals past recovery in ores that contain iron, In short, it requires but 
little knowledge of chemistry to perceive the absurdity. The article says, 
the heat and presence of salt will decompose the sulphurets, making sul- 
phate of soda, and chlorides of the base metals, leaving the gold so free as to Jeave no- 
thing to interfere with the ordinary process of mechanical separation. 

Now, as proof of its utter inapplicability to set the finer particles of gold free, the 
very agents that decompose the su!phuret of one metal converts them all into impure 
chlorides. For example, take a winegiass containing aspoonfal of table salt, into which 
insert a small leaf of gold, silver, copper; tin, zinc, iron, &c., then over all pour some 
sulphuric acid, when every metal will be instantaneously chlorided. Yet, although 
each leaf is quickly dissolved, the gold is not held in solution, because the muriates of 
tin, tron, &c., act as precipitates to the chlorides of gold: so that it is evident when 
once gold is precipitated amidst the debris of finely levigated dirt, it is not very easy to 
collect it again from masses of poor ores. But when the sulphuretted ores contain no 
fron or tin, but only gold and copper, then the chlorided liquor can be easily decanted 
and operated upon, either by precipitation, lixiviation, or the battery, to collect the 
dissolved metals. 

Then, again, the formula p to tallise the sulphurets of gold by the same 
separation as it forms the baser metals into chlorides; eise why talk cf leaving the 
residue to undergo the ordinary process of mechanical separation. Surely this is only 
meant as a Yankee go abeader, to transmate the golden sulphides into virgin metal by 
the simple act of burning crushed ores, made into blocks, with no other agent than salt 
water, strong enough to manufacture Glauber salts, and chlorides of every metal save 
gold; whereas fine gold is actually the quickest metal acted upon by chlorine. 

Then, again, what folly to assert that finely powdered quartz, or any other gold ores, 
could be made into bricks to hold together (with no other mordant than salt water), to 
bear any kind of brick-kiln pressure, more particularly as in proportion to heating 
such pressed salinated blocks, so would they decrepitate and crumble to pieces, and so 
prevent anything like heat enough entering the damp mass to decompose, or otherwise 
drive off the sulphur, In short, itcan only be some Yankee joke, to grind the crude 
earth first and roast it afterwards. ‘ 

Now, in respect to the paragraph relative to the Disintegrating Ore Company claim- 
ing a method to desulphurise the most stubborn sulphurets, that is but another Yankee 
scheme, of no other practical utility than roasting the ores before crushing them, but 
which is very injurious to the extraction of gold from any sulphuretted state, because 
such ig the divisable nature of gold as to vapourise with the sulphur liquefaction, and 
not torrefaction, ought to be the only means used to retain the golden essentials from 
either sulphides, chlorides, or silicates, because neither sulphuretted, arsenuretted, or 
phospuretted gas of any degree will ever convert any sort of ores to metalline deposits 
fit for amalgamation, as neither the sulphides, chlorides, or silicates of gold can enter 
into any other chemical change than what can be effected by liquefaction. In fact, 
nearly all the processes proposed for the extraction of gold are far more adapted to con- 
vert the atomic essentials into oxides, sulphides, chlorides, &c., than to any metalline 
state from their native matrices, simply because where gold exists in any metallic degree 
in conjunction with the auriferous matter in other states, the solid particles ought to 
be first collected before manipulating for the secondary deposits, as no one process can re- 
cover both the imperfect and perfect metal at the same time: at least, so says an old 
experimentalist. G. F, Gosiz, M,E, 


OKEHAMPTON AS A MINING DISTRICT. 


S1tr,—In the Notices to Correspondents of June 3 there appeared a letter from “ East- 
ward Ho!” asking me some questions on this district, which I shouid have been most 
happy to have answered earlier had I not been engaged. In the first place, he says that 
when he read my letter of the previous week he was struck with surprise; but I should 
have thought from my letter, if he had known the district and the situation of the Devon 
Copper Mine, that his fears were soon gone. Secondly, I beg to say that I am not one 
who would be the means of depreciating the value of any mineral property, and I trust 
my motive is purely honest, as what I have written is intended, if possible, to save va- 
luable capital being spent in mining where it is impossible to find copper ore in paying 
quantities. I would remind your correspondent that I am perfectiy acquainted with 
this district, knowing all the mines in it; and, as I have already stated, there are four 
distinct channels of ground traversing this district, which I have carefully inspected, 
and for the guid of your corresp t and others I will name each of them, com- 
mencing with the northern district; this is composed of a dark blue killas, which can 
only produce lead, Onthis strip of rock stands the town of Okehampton, In this piece 
of ground some mines have been working for copper, but up to the present time they 
have found none, and thus far it has ended in ruin. To the south of this comes in the 
lime rock, which entirely cuts off the copper-bearing ground, I have traced it for 20 
miles from east to west; the lime rock is about 400 fms. from north to south, and fur- 
ther to the south is a beautiful piece of mineral-beariog ground, about half a mile from 
north to south, running parallel with the lodes; this piece of ground is traversed by 
strong and masterly lodes of a highly promising character; it is a light killas. Inthis 
piece of mineral ground there are some mines now at work on a small scale, a few of 
which I will name, The eastern one is the South Zeal Consols; to the west is the Furs-

ore. I shall be happy to furnish correspondents with any further remarks on this lo-

Metal shaft 
has been sunk to the 194, There is a fine branch of tin against the lead branch, at

March for 15507.; and from the discoveries already made on the ground, the directors 
have every reason to believe that the mine will soon be working at a remunerative profit. 
The directors have subjected the lode in the new ground to the examination of able and 
disinterested persons; and from all the reports received, they are most sanguine in 
their anticipations. 

The balance-sheet showed assets over liabilities of 36007, 

The report of the agents (Capts. H. Rickard and G. Rickard) stated that the tribute 
department was looking well. There were 10 pitches working in the mine by 39 men, 
at an average tribute of *s.

The latest advices, dated Morro Velho, May 17, state that the gold return for April 
amounted to 25,028 oits., being an improvement upon the previous months’ returns, 
though still much under the average produce to be expected when a full supply of ore 
can be obtained from the Bahu Mine. The cost was 10,1957. 17s. 7d., and the produce 
realised 9442/. 78. 94., leaving a loss on the month’s working of 7527. 9s.10d. The 
superintendent adds—“ Although it is not satisfactory to have to record any loss on 
the monthly working of the mine, yet the present amount is much less than was sus- 
tained by the previous month’s operations.

Correr.—The market remains much in the same condition as last 
week, no activity being apparent in the trade, and sales being by no means 
frequent, or of any great extent. 

Inon.—In Staffordshire the heat of the weather prevents the puddlers 
from working more than half time, which keeps the supply of iron tole- 
rably within the limits of the demand. ‘There are a good many orders for 
the Continent, and houses dealing with the United States are receiving 
orders by every mail, which though of small amount are pressed for prompt 
completion; and advices from agents out there are favourable as to the 
probable renewal of our trade with that market. Considering the near 
approach of the close of the quarter, the trade this week has been tole- 
rably active, though several works are not in full operation. In Welsh, 
the iron trade is marked by considerable activity, the works are well em- 
plored, and more hands are required at many of them.

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IMPROVEMENTS IN TREATING IRON, &c. 


Mr. Cuantes Tevuier, the inventor of the Ammonia Motor Engine 
on Monday, addressed to the Academy of Sciences, in Paris, a note relative 
to the melting of wrought or pure iron, the production of oxygen, the re- 
duction of oxide of iron, and the economic production of ammoniacal gas.

The reduction of the oxide is proposed to be accomplished by the aid of 
carbon, 100 kilogrammes of carbonic oxide absorbing 57°15 kilogrammes 
of oxygen before they are converted into carbonicacid. Therefore, to re- 
duce 600 kilogrammes of oxide of iron containing 165°54 kilogrammes of 
oxygen, there must be present 289 kilogrammes of carbonic oxide, This 
he proposes to obtain by decomposing a current of carbonic acid by coal. 


Ia 289 kilogrammes of carbonic oxide there are 123°83 parts of carbon, | 


half of which is farnished by the carbonic acid employed, This reduces 
the expenditure of fresh carbon to 61°92 kilogrammes, or, taking into ac- 
count the cinders and scoris, to 70 kilogrammes of coal, which will have 
furnished ultimately 1000 kilogrammes of wrought-iron, fused and ready 
to be cast; 423 kilogrammes of pure irou, reduced from the oxide; and 
275 kilogrammes of nitrogen. The nitrogen he proposes to collect in a 
proper receptacle, and, by the aid of a current of hydrogen, to form am- 
moniacal gas of great purity in large quantities. 





TIN,—HOW SAMPLED, ASSAYED, AND SMELTED. 


The tin mines of England are confined to its south-western extremity. | 


They are worked by two different classes of labourers, distinguished from 
each other by the mode in which they are remunerated for their work. 
One of these classes undertakes to remove a given area of ground for a 


fixed wage, totally irrespective of its mineral contents; the other sinks a | 


shaft, or drives a level, of specified dimensions, being paid for the same 
by a percentage on the mineral contained in the ground he removes, The 
former class are called tutworkmen, the latter tributers. From the above 
two kinds of labour it results that a portion of the stuff dug from the mine 


is owned wholly and entirely by the adventurers, or shareholders, in the | 
mine, while the remainder is only theirs after the miner has deducted | 


from it the percentage for which he undertook to remove it. Now, since 
in a large mine there are many gangs, or pares of men as they are called 


in Cornwall, between whom and the shareholders contracts are entered | 


into on tribute, and since it woul be quite impossible to keep each parcel 
of ore separate in its passage through the innumerable stages which tin 


has to undergo in its cleansing, it consequently becomes necessary, as | 


well to protect the adventurer as the tributer, to ascertain by assay the 
amount of black tin in each parcel before it is mixed in the common heap, 
to be stamped, washed, and calcined, all processes necessary to bring the 
ore to that condition of purity required by the tin smelter. 

Having used the word black tin, it may be as well here to explain that 
the term is applied to the pure black oxide of tin, in which form nearly 
all the tin in Cornwall occurs in nature. Well, having thus seen the ne- 
cessity of ascertaining the quantity of tin in each parcel of ore, we will 
proceed to describe the manner in which it is arrived at, and which is 
termed, trying tin samples, 
| Each parcel of stuff which is known to contain mineral is, when brought 


to the surface weighed or measured, to ascertain its exact bulk or weight. | 


Immediately this has been done a sample is carefully taken of the whole 
pile, and placed in a small tray, some 10 in. square, ‘The tray is then 
removed to the sampling-house, and its contents emptied on to an iron plate 
in the floor. Then, under the superintendence of one of the mine agents, 
it is roughly crushed by flat hammers, and a fair sample, about one-third of 
the whole, taken. The rest being rejected, this one-third is replaced on the 
iron plate, and crushed much finer. Of it is, again, taken a sample, about 
one-third of the whole, and the remainder again rejected, This is again 
and again repeated, until the sample is reduced to about half-a-pint, which 
quantity is placed in a small bag, with a label indicating the parcel from 
which it is taken, and then carried to the sampletrying house. The tools 
of the sample tryer are a large shovel, slightly concave, with a handle 
fixed in it nearly parallel with its face; a large tub, almost full of water; 
a wooden upright, placed on one side of the tub, and fitted with little 
hooks to hold the shovel when roasting on it; an iron mallet, with two 
heads for bruising the ore on theshovel; asmall clay crucible; and, lastly, 
a low fire. The mode of procedure is as follows:—The assayer mea- 
sures the dried and pulverised ore in a small cylinder, holding one-fourth 


of a noggin; this full, he upsets it on to his shovel, previously dried, and | 


returns it again to the measure to ensure great accuracy; emptying it 
again on the shovel, he moistens it with a little water from the tub, and 
taking the shovel in his hand he gives it a series of movements, difficult 
to describe; they, however, resolve themselves into two principal actions— 
first, a cleansing by a rapid agitation, which imparts a rotatory motion 
to the liquid, and makes the muddy water ran off; second, the rocking 
by little shakes up and down, and forth and back, which cause the heavier 
substances to rise toward the right edge of the shovel, the poor sand being 
washed to the back of the deposit, and the worthless being drawn towards 
| the opposite side, whence it is thrown over by a shake, The ore, thus 
| enriched, contains some rough grains; so the assayer places his shovel on 
| the pedestal, and taking one of the heads of the mallet in his left hand, 
| and the handle in his right, he rubs the sand vigorously, He then re- 
washes the assay, or, as it is termed in Cornwall, re-vans it, and drying 
his shovel over the fire, carefully brushes off every particle into the clay 
crucible. This crucible is then placed ona slow fire, and the assayer keeps 
continually stirring the charge, until the whole of the pyrites so commonly 
admixed with tin ore in nature, is destroyed, and the charge is roasted 
quite sweet. The roasted mineral is then replaced on the shovel, washed, 
bruised, re-washed, dried, and weighed. The black tin obtained is weighed 
by the Ib. troy, and they reckon it by grains and pennyweights. Now, to 
deduce from the result of the assay the quantity of black tin contained in 
a parcel of ore, the assayer has a table calculated supposing the assay to be 
made on half a noggin. On this hypothesis it is generally allowed that 
for 9 grains found in the assay there exists 1 ewt. of black tin to 100 sacks 
of ore, each sack containing 12 gallons by measure. It is needless to go 
into the calculation, and all that need be observed is that the principle of the 
, valuation consists in the admission of the equality of the ratios— 
4% noggin of dry sand = 9 grains, 
100 sacks of moist particles = 1 cwt. 
Experience has led to the adoption of these figures, so that account may 
be taken ot the water passing from the ore, and that there may still re- 
main a bonus for working it. 
| Im cases where the ore is weighed, instead of measured, the whole cal- 
culatioa is, of course, totally different, and certainly much more satisfac- 
tory to the miner. In this case the assayer operates on 2 ozs. avoirdupoise, 
and weighs the black tin obtained by troy, and a table is made based on 
the fact that 1 gr. in the assay corresponds to 2 lbs. 8 ozs, in 1 ton of ore. 
By the above process all the ores of tin in Cornwall are assayed for 
black tin; and by it the miner estimates the quantity of tin contained in 
any given piece of ground. At first sight it would seem to be a method 
to be practised by anyone, but it is not really so, for the washing of the 
ore on the shovel, termed vanning, requires the greatest dexterity on the 
part of the manipulator, or he will wash away a large quantity of tin with 
the refuse. In it, as in all the processes for dressing tin on the large 
scale, the success depends on the specific gravity of the tin ore being 
greater than that of the worthless matter mixed with it; but the difficulty 
of applying this property to the assay on a small scale on the shovel is 
immensely inhanced as compared with the difficulty of using it to collect 
the tin when in bulk and spread over large areas, In truth, without con- 
tinued practice and great experience a vanner will invariably lose some 
ore, whilst to the initiated it is a method very accurate and trustworthy; 
also to the travelling miner its value can hardly be overestimated, for 
with his vanning shovel and crushing hammer he can roughly estimate 
the value of any gold or tin vein he meets with. 4 
Now, the tin miner probably labours under greater disadvantages than 
any other class of miners, because he is obliged to cleanse and purify his ore 
to a greater extent than they are before he can sell it to thesmelter. Pure 
black oxide of tin contains 77 per cent. of metallic tin, and unless a tin ore 
caa be cleansed so.as to contain nearly 60 per cent. of metallic tin the 
smelter rejects it. This is certainly a fact which has not received the 
attention it deserves, for the great cost of tin mining is in the expense and 
labour of purifying the ore after it is dug out of the mine before it is fit 
for the smelter. It may be safely said that no greater boon could be con- 
ferred on the tin miner than the discovery of some method of tin eaten 
by which the necessity of extreme purity in the ore was not an essential, 
. When we come to speak of tin smelting we- shall see that there is a me- 


thod by which impure tin may be smelted, but we shall then also see that 
there are so Many practical objections to the process that it can never be 
commonly adopted, It is known by some tin miners, although we believe 
not generally, that acid may be most successfully applied to the purifica- 
tion of tin ore when mixed with certain readily soluble bodies, and it ig 
almost a wonder that its power is not more generally applied. For a long 
time the use of acids for this particular purpose was thought to be a 
secret, and its application was rigidly, when made use of, bidden away in 
back sheds; now, however, it can no longer be called a secret, so that the 
more generally the fact is diffused the greater the boon to the miner.

IMPROVEMENTS IN GOLD AND SILVER AMALGAMATION 
BY THOMAS BELT. 


One of the difficulties met with in the extraction of gold and silver from 
their matrices by amalgamation is what is known amongst miners as the 
sickening and flouring of the mercury used for that purpose. In this state 
the mercury is tarnished on the surface, its amalgamating action is greatly 
reduced, and when triturated in the amalgamating machines it breaks up 
into minute particles, which will not again unite, and are carried off with 
the slimes, so that with many ores the loss of mercury forms a consilerable 
item in the cost of extracting the precious metals. Mr. Crookes, F.R.S., 
the editor of the Chemical News, has, however, recently made a discovery 
which promises to obviate this difficulty, and prevent this great loss, and 

| which will make his name as well known amongst the mining public as it 
| has long been in the scientific world, for his chemical researches, and es- 
pecially for his discovery of Thallium. It is, that by the simple addition 
of a small quantity of the metal sodium, the sickening of mercury is en- 
tirely prevented, floured mercury immediately brought together again, and 
the amalgamating action of ordinary mercury vastly increased. It is found 
| that a surprisingly small amount of sodium is sufficient to effect the clearing 
| of fouled mercary, It will require a longer series of experiments than there 
has yet been time to carry out, to determine the smallest effectual propor- 
tion, but it bas already been proved that 1-20,000th part of sodium, added 
to the mercury, is amply sufficient, so that this discovery has the great ad- 
vantage of cheapness to recommend it. Sodium may even now be ob- 
tained in large quantities for 5s. per lb., and if a demand were to spring 
| up for it, its price would be greatly reduced; but, calculating at the pre- 
|sent price of the metal, and using the quantity that experiments have 
proved to be amply sufficient for any description of ore, the cost is a mere 
trifle, in comparison with the advantages gained. With the ordinary 
amalgamating troughs in gold mining, 120 lbs. of mercury are used to 
each set of four stamps, reducing 4 tons of quartz in 12 hours; and su 
ing the supply of sodium to be renewed every 12 hours, the cost 
e less than 1d, per ton of quartz treated, which would certainly be more 
than covered by the loss of mercury prevented, without reference to the 
greater quantity of gold obtained, in consequence of the improved condi- 
tion of the mercury. 
| Mr. Readwin, in a series of experiments at Gwynfynydd and Castell 
| Carn Dochan Gold Mines, in North Wales, has found that when'sodium 
is added in excess, its effect is injurious instead of beneficial. Some sodium 
, having been placed in my hands for trial, by the discoverer of its new use, 
' I have been able to ascertain its effect upon mercury, and also upon the 
different minerals usually associated with gold in lodes, and the results 
obtained throw considerable light upon its action, and seem to account 
| both for its beneficial effect in small, and its prejudicial effect in large, 
quantities, They can, however, only be considered approximate, and 
more suggestive than decisive, but they are sufficient to show the great 
value of the use of sodium in the amalgamation of the precious metals, and 
indicate its probable action. The experiments were made with mercury 
| containing 1 per cent. of sodium. 
| 1.—When a little of the sodium amalgam was added to ordinary mercury the affinity 
of the Intter for gold was greatly increased, 60 that when pieces of gold were dipped into 
it they were instantly covered with mercury, although when dipped into mercury to 
which no sodium had been added amalgamation was very slow, and difficult to obtatn, 
| 2.—Floured mercury immediately ran together into a single globule on the addition 
| of & little sodium amalgam, 

3.— When iron pyrites (bisulphuret of fron), magnetic fron pyrites (sulphuret of tron), 
or copper pyrites (sulphuret of copper and iron) were triturated with sodium amalgam, 
the pyrites were decomposed, and on the addition of water a black precipitate of sul- 
phuret of tron was obtained, 

4.—Triturated with sodium amalgam—a. Arsenical pyrites was decomposed and 
arsenic amalgan formed.—d, Galena (sulphuret of lead) was decomposed, and lead 
amalgam formed.—c, Blende (sulphuret of zinc) was decomposed, and zinc amalgam 

| formed,—d, Litharge (oxide of lead) and white lead (carbonate of lead) were decome- 
| posed, and lead amalgam formed. 

From these experiments it appears that sodium amalgam has an ener- 
getic action upon both the oxides and sulphurets, reducing both; and as 
the sickening and flouring of mercury is supposed to be due to the forma- 
| tion of the protoxyde and the sulphuret of mercury its beneficial effect ap- 

pears to lie in the reduction of these; but if added in excess it will, after 
| effecting this operation, attack the ores of the baser metals, and with many 
|of them form amalgams, The mercury then becomes loaded with the baser 
| metals, and its action upon silver and gold is greatly reduced. When ar- 
| senical pyrites is contained in the ore treated the arsenic amalgam formed 
by the action of the excess of sodium floats on the surface of the mercury, 
|and prevents the gold from coming in contact with it. It is thus seen that 
only sujficient sodium should be added to reduce any mineralised mercury, 
and to keep it in an efficient state. The quantity added, and the duration 
| of its effect, will vary with different kinds of ore treated, as it is well known 
| that some minerals sicken and flour the mercury much more quickly than 
|others, The whole question of the fouling of mercury when used for amal- 
| gamation requires a much more careful chemical examination than it has 
| yet received, and it is a matter of great importance to miners that the at- 
| tention of so able a chemist as Mr. Crookes has been directed to the sub- 
|ject. Already a discovery of unquestionably great value has been made, 
| which will soon be taken advantage of wherever gold is extracted from its 
matrix, and we can only hope that the discoverer will participate largely 
in the profits which will be realised by the use of his discovery, 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


June 20.—The Coal and other kindred trades continue, on the whole, 
as last reported—the men are generally well employed; indeed, there is 
certainly a scarcity in some quarters, and the only instance of dissatisfac- 
tion I have heard of lately, so far as regards prices, is at the Cramlington 
Collieries, where the men have given notice for an advance amounting to 
from 8 to 10 per cent. It can hardly be said that the men at these works 
have been earning low wages, as the average during the past year has ex- 
ceeded 6s. per day. Some meetings have taken place between the owners 
and men, and it is expected that a satisfactory arrangement will be arrived 
at without inflicting a strike on the district. 

The celebrated sinker and mining engineer, Mr. Coulson (to whose sud- 
den death reference was made in last week’s Journal), was well known not 
only in England and Wales, but also in Cormany, as the sinker of many 
of the most important shafts connected with coal mines. He owed his rise to eminence 
in his profession entirely to perseverence, great activity,and a ready genius, For sink- 
ing a deep and dangerous shaft, or driving a level, no matter what difficulties were to be 
{ met with, such as water, quicksands, &c,, he was, without doubt, unrivalled, his energy 
| and natural genius carrying him through all obstacles. In many cases which might be 
| mentioned he executed the most difficult tasks in a very short period. He began life as 
la trapper-boy —that is, by keeping a door in one of the team coal pits near Gateshead, 
| about 66 years ago, he being then about 8 years of age, and at the time of his sudden 
| death 74 years of age. From this it will be inferred that his education was scanty 
| enough, he was, therefore, to the fullest extent, what is termed aself-made man. When 
| the lives of eminent pitmen are written, that of Coulson must be included in the list, 

The most important works he has been connected with lately are abroad, particularly 
in Prussia, He will be much missed by all classes of men connected with mining, in 
the North especially. — : 

On Saturday an inquest was held on George Cook, who was killed at 
the explosion in the Five-quarter Seam at Trimdon Colliery, when, from 

the evidence of the overman and others, it appears that no gas was observed 
| on the morning of the explosion, all being right and clear, the quantity of air going Into 

the place where the explosion occurred being 4000 cubic feet per minute, The seam 
| itself is not considered a flery one, but, on the contrary, to produce carbonic acid gas. 
| James Fietcher, the under-viewer, thought the gas had escaped from the top of a fall of 
roof. Thomas Armes believed the gas which caused the explosion bad come out of the 
staple at one side of the way: some time since he noticed gas there—it fired and singed 
his bair, Mr. Atkinson, Government Inspector, submitted a report giving a fall de- 
scription of the workings and ventilation of the pit. As to the cause of the explosion, 
he attributed it to the farthest fall, which covered a space of over 40 yards, and through 
that fall gas had generated, either from the natural strata or been confined in some hol- 
low in the roof, and d had been making towards that fall with a naked light, and 
on the explosion taking place, the outermost second fai 
satisfactory of the ilation of the workings, The coroner and others retired, 
to allow the jury to consider their verdict, and after a lengthened period it was an- 
nounced that one of the jurymen, Mr. Robert Marley, was a dissentient from the others, 
being convinced that the ventilation of the mine was not such as to ensure the 
working with naked lights in the Five-quarter Seam, and he would not be satisfied 
four or five men, accompanied by Mr. Fietcher, the under-viewer, } examined the 
The verdict recorded by the other jurors was “ Accidentally Killed.” The course 
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tended for by Mr. Marley was agreed to by the coroner, who also said that, should the 
examination not prove satisfactory, the circumstance might be represented to Mr. 
Atkinson, the Inspector, who would communicate with him. $ 

At the Walbottle re oe Monday, the second anniversary of the 
branch ot the Northumberland and Durham Miners’ Permanent Relief 
Fund, was held, when about 800 persons partook of tea. After teaa 
public meeting was held, under the presidency of Mr. J.T. Ramsay, viewer of the col- 
liery, who, in opening the p dings, said it was very encouraging to meet them upon 
that occasion, as a great increase of members had taken place daring the past year, the 
members baving nearly trebled in that period, and he hoped that {t would go on increas- 
ing. It was greatly to be regretted that the miners of Northumberland and Darham 
did not follow the example of artizans of other places, and go forward and support such 
a society as that, instead of depending on charity. In these twocounties there are from 
50,000 to 60,000 miners, and out of that number he regretted to say there were only 
about 10,000 members of the society. Mr. J. Henderson, the district secretary, then 
read the report, which stated that the year previous the number of members in the so- 
clety was 55; half-members, 21: total,76, The number this year is—Members, 161; 
half-members, 28: total, 189. The amounts received were 301. 14s. 4444., and as none 
of the casua)ties incident to the miners had occurred, the whole sum had been remitted 
to the general treasurer. The progress of this excellent society bas been good at this 
particular work during the past year, and generally its progress, though slow on the 
whole, is considered to be rea!, and likely to be permanent, . 

The “ Tyne Coal Company (Limited),” which was formed a short time 
ago amongst some of the largest coalowners in the district, with Mr. James Easton, of 
West House, an engineer, for the purpose of working those collieries on Tyneside which 
have been “‘ drowned out,” is now taking steps for accomplishing that object. The con- 
tract for twelve large bollers, measuring 60 ft. in length by 6 ft. diameter, constructed 
of the best materia, has been given to the well-known firm of Messrs. Jos. Noble and 
fon, Heworth Shore Boller Works. There will be two large pumping-engines required, 
which will be placed at the Church Pit, Wallsend. When the whole of the machinery 
is completed, and the water drawn off from the old workings, the additional labour re- 
quired, together with the increased raise of coal, will give a stimulus to the commercial 
prosperity of Tyneside, 








REPORT from DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anv LANCASHIRE. 


Jung 22.—We have no great or material alteration to notice in the po- 
sition of the Iron Trade, which is languid, and there is a general com- 
— as to the want of orders omy the makers of secondary brands. 

ome of the larger firms, however, have tolerably good orders on hand, 
which will last through the autumn. The demand for bars and plates is 
dull, and there is still no indication of renewed activity in the armour- 
plate trade, and those manufacturers who latterly put up an expensive 
plant for this department of the trade, will have to wait for a return of 
activity. Parliament seems to be hurrying on private bills, preparatory 
to the dissolution, and the bills already passed for the neighbourhood of 
te metropolis alone will involve an enormous expenditure. There are 
also a great number of bills passed for lines in the provinces, branches, 
&c., promoted by existing companies. At length powers have been ob- 
tained to make a railway from Mansfeld to Worksop. This line will pass through the 
extensive estates of the Dukes of Newcastle and Portland, which abound in minerals. 
A branch will also be made frota Staveley to Worksop, and here again an exit will be 
provided for a large quantity of minerals, Though the Midland (last October) obtained 
powers to make a railway from Chesterfield to SheMeld, the company has not yet turned 
the first sod. The Qemand for rails, and all descriptions of iron used in railways, is 
very atin and little doubt need be entertained that the activity will continue, 
he Coal Trade is slack, the demand inactive, and rates unsteady, ex- 
cept for the hard or steam coal. Silkstone is in brisk demand for the 
London market, and this and the Derbyshire hard appear to be the sorts 
most enquired after. We may mention, en passent, that Mr. Jackson, 
the eminent coal proprietor, of Clay Cross, has been making a tour of 
North Derbyshire during the past week, and in the course of his remarks he referred as 
follows to the Clay Cross Works: —“ For 20 years he had been largely connected with 
the trade of the county at Clay Cross. The population of that place when he commenced 
was 15 persons, and now it was betweer, 6000 and 7000. He had been charged with not 
doing much for the working classes, but if they went there they would find the children 
undergoing @ course of education, and every being employed at the colliery was in as 
eomfortable and cleanly a state as ever lived together since the day one, They had no 
strikes, for in all differences they met together and dl d their disputes fairly be- 
tween master and man. If the price of coals was high, they gave the men a premium, 
and if they were low the matter was brought before them, and there appeared that sort 
of feeling between employer and employed that they were all one happy family. He 
had no hesitation in referring any man to that place, not only as a credit to himself but 
as & sample to the rest of the community. ; : : 

There is nothing new in connection with the Derbyshire Lead Mines, 
but the miners themselves are looking forward with interest for the return of Mr. Jack- 
son for North Derbyshire, in which case it is thought that he may induce some capital- 
ists to embark in lead mining. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


June 22.—The hot weather is beginning to have its effect at the iron- 
works, and it is with great difficulty the men are able to continue with 
their work. The consequence is that the usual quantity of iron is not 
turned out, and should the demand prove brisk during the next few 
months, buyers will have some trouble in getting their orders executed 
within reasonable time. The harvest is now approaching, too, and it is a 
well-known fact that a great many of the underhands or labourers always 
leave for a month or two from this time to September, in order to be em- 
ployed on the farms during the harvest. This will be another drawback 
to the Iron Trade; but should the supply of water at the different works 
prove abundant, no serious difficulties are apprehended. The trade, as 
reported last week, is in a fairly satisfactory state in this district, makers 
being well supplied with specifications, and quotations are firm. Every- 
thing goes on as usual at Blaina and Coalbrookdale, and it is expected 
that the creditors will determine to carry on the works, under inspection. 
Coke plates are in demand, and sales can be effected without difficulty. 
Charcoals are in moderate request. The export demand for steam isa little 
more animated, and complaints of dulness are not quite so general as was 
the case three weeks ago. The coasting shipments of house coal are con- 
siderable, and coke remains without any material change. 

The Ebbw Vale Company (Limited) have commenced the construction 
of a new forge for the manufacture of steel, under the Bessemer process. 
It appears that the iron produced by the company from their spathose ores 
is peculiarly adapted for conversion into steel, and hence it is believed that 
the new branch will prove highly profitable. 

The negociations for the purchase of the Glamorganshire Canal by the 
Bute Trustees have fallen through, in consequence, it is reported, of Mr. Wm. Crawshay, 
one of the principal proprietors, declining to agree to the sale, The canal was opened in 
1790, and for the last 25 or 30 years it has been a profitable undertaking to the share- 
holders, It is not quite clear what the trustees intend doing with the canal, but the 


general impression is that they contemplated converting it into a railway, in opposition 
to the Taff Vale. 

The Vale of Neath Amalgamation Bill has been withdrawn, in conse- 
quence of the decision of the Committee to grant running powers to the Brecon and 
Merthyr Company. Thie decision was brought mainly by the opposition of the freighters, 
who proved to the satisfaction of the committee that if the Great Western obtained pos- 
session of the line, without running powers being afforded to any other company, a most 
dangerous monopoly would be created, which would work Injuriously as regards the vast 
mineral traffic of the district, The Great Western will, it appears, continue to work the 
line under the present arrangement. 

A new iron barque, named the Delta, 950 tons burthen, was launehed 
from the shipbuilding yard of Measrs. Charles Hill and Sons, at Cardiff, on Wednesday 
last. The barque has been built for Messrs. Bath, of Swansea, and is intended for the 
copper ore trade, The Dowlais Company suppiled the iron, and the vessel is coated with 
Browning's composition. Messrs. Batchelor and Messrs. Scott Russell and Co. are also 
building tron ships, and the trade is gradually extending at other South Wales ports. 

The workmen of the Boedryngallt Colliery met at the Star Inn, Ystrad, 
to express their respect, and present with a testimonial of thelr esteem, towards their 
late manager, Mr. Thos. J, Thomas,son of Mr. James Thomas, Troedyrhiw (part owner 
and manager of Troedyrhiw and other collieries), on his leaving that locality for Energlyn 
Colliery, Caerphilly, The presence of Mr, Edward Edwards, successor of Mr. Thomas, 
who had been presented with a similar testimonial on his leaving Ynysfair, contri- 
buted additional interest to the ceremony. 

The magistrates of Maryport have fined a collier who works at Crosby 
Colliery 1/. 2s. 6d., or three weeks’ imprisonment, for having taken off the top of his 
lamp, exposing the flame to air underground. 

HE ABERAMAN IRonworKs Company (Limited),—I am informed, 
on good authority, that the action, * Wickens v. Bailey,” has been settled by the latter 
returning the 50,000/. paid on of the purchase, the claim for damages being un- 
conditionally withdrawn, Mr. Bailey offered to return the 50,000/. before the action was 
commenced, but it was then refused. I also learn that a new company of wealthy local 
men are now in negociation for the purchace of this really good property. 





Dreavrut Cottirry Expiosion at TREDEGAR—TWENTY-SEVEN 
Kitiep.—A most terrible explosion of fire-damp took Sap at the New 
Bedwellty Pit, Tredegar, on Friday morning, June 16. The pit is the pro- 


perty of the Tredegar Iron Company. Since the great explosion at Risca, 
which, perhaps, had not its equal in the annals’of colliery accidents, 142 lives being lost, 
Monmoathshire has had comparative immunity from such fearful sacrifices of life. Last 
Friday, however, ended this immunity, and that enemy of the collier, the fire-damp, 
buried no less than 27 human beings into eternity. The explosion occurred about half- 
ten o'clock on Friday morning, and in an hour’s time the intelligence sped like 
htning to Tredegar, Ebbw Vale, and the villages of the neighbourhood. Thousands 
s00n collected round the pit’s mouth, many of whom were madly crying, wringing their 
bands, and seemed ready to filng themselves down the dark shaft in search of those they 
knew to be below. Mr. William Bevan, the manager of the company’s collieries, Dr. 
Homfray, Dr, Coates, Mr, Anthony, and others, were immediately on the spot, and no 
time was lost by Mr. Bevan in descending to the colliery, an act attended with the 
— danger so soon after the accident. This noble and courageous example was fol- 
‘wed by a number of workmen, who were at once lowered to the bottom of the shaft. 
The usual method of searching a coal mine after such an occurrence was adopted, and a 
single false step on the part of the advancing party would, inal! probability, have caused 
* explosion. The explosion was found to have been confined to the back work- 
ips, where about 50 hands were employed, and out of this number 27 lost their lives, 





Two bodies were soon recovered and were sent to the bank, and the Grst arrival of the 
dead caused the greatest excitement among the people on the top. As body after body 
followed the scenes were of the most heartrending character, and the crowd of wailing 
relatives, in their anguish of mind embracing the lifeless forms, a sight so painful and 


| terrible that once seen it could neVer be obliterated from the memory. By seven o'clock | 


the whole of the bodies were fecovered. The last two were brought up alive, but died 
afterwards from the injuries they had received. ‘ | 

The men sry | Pits are situated in the Sirhowy Valley, abotit 1} mile 
to the south of Tredegar. Through the valley rans the Sirhowy Railway, 
the rianagers of which rendered every possible assistance on the day of the 
explosion. There are two shafts within a few yards of one another, and 
one of them serves as an upcast for the Yard seam, and the other ag an upcast for the 
Big and Three-quarter, or Elled veins. The explosion took place in what is called the 
New Pit, which is a little over 200 yards deep, where the Big and Three-quarter veins | 
are worked. The workingsare principally to the west, the ventilation being by furnace, 
and that generally approved system of splitting the alr ts carried out. On Friday about 
240 hands descended to the colliery, and everything went on as usual until about half- 
Pastien in the morning, when the gas fired, with the sad results already described. The 
fireman, named John Jehu, had been around the workings In the morning, and he found 
gas in a cross heading in the back workings, where a collier named Jones and his son 
Worked (both are killed), and he, as was his duty, put up the danger mark. From the 
bottom of the shaft to the back workings the distance is 1100 to 1200 yards, and the total 
employed in that section of the colliery on Friday numbered 46. A separate current of 
air goes into the back workings, and it is computed that the average quantity was 19,000 
to 20,000 cuble feet per minute. It should be stated that the colliery is worked almost 
exclusively by naked lights, safety«lamps being given to the men only in cases where 
it was deemed 'y to use | d precautions, such as a slight shower of gas, 
clearing falls, &c. Jones had been supplied with a lamp for several days, in conseqaence | 
of slight indications of gas, but when he found the danger mark up on Friday morning 
it was his duty to retire immediately, until the gas was cleared, under the directions of 
the fireman or overman. There is too much reason to fear that this important regula- 
tion was not attended to, and the gas getting too strong came in contact with the flame | 
of the lamp, and the frightful explosion followed, Had not the system of splitting the 
air been adopted it is very probable the explosion would bave been far more serious in | 
its result. It is believed the company will make every provision for the families and | 
others who were dependent for support on those that Were killed, thus rendering a pab- | 
lic subseription unnecessary, Mr. Lionel Brough,the Government Inspector of the dis- 
trict, arrived on Saturday morning, and he immediately descended to the colliery, in 
company with Mr, Bevan. Mr. Brough has been down several days this week as 
well, in order to make a minute investigation as to thecause of the explosion. Thein- 
quest was opened om Saturday afternoon, at the Greyhound Inn, Tredegar, before Mr. 
W. H. Brewer, coroner for the district. After viewing the bodies, which took several 
hours, the enquiry was adjourned until the 29th. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday Mr. Lionel Brough visited the colliery 
again, and made a careful examination of the underground workings. It 
appears that there is no doubt entertained that the gas was fired, as already 
predicted, by Jones or his son, but how this gas was allowed to accumulate is a question 
which will, no doubt, receive the careful attention of the coroner and jury. Six valu- 
able horses were killed by the explosion; and the Government Inspector, in making bis 
examination of the workings, discovered the carcase of a poor dog,s welled out to immo- 
derate proportions, through the action of the choke-damp. 








Great WESTERN AND VALE oF Neato AMALGAMATION Bitt.—This 
Bill, promoted for the purpose of obtaining Parliamentary sanction to the 
amalgamation of the two railways named, went before a Select Committee 
of the House of Commons on the 12th inst., and, after a most severe battle 
of four days duration, has now been withdrawn by the promoters. The 
Vale of Neath Railway was orginally launched by an independent company, 
for the express purpose of developing the immense mineral! wealth of the Aberdare and 
Merthyr Valleys, and the rich maiden districts along its entire route. It first bad com- 
munication only between Merthyr and Aberdare and the ports of Neath and Briton Ferry, 
but as these ports, although greatly improved, were altogether inadequate to ship off the 
almost boundless productions of the ‘hill country,” access to the port of Swansea was 
eagerly sought. The Great Western board having become purchasers of the South Wales 
line, determinedly opposed any efforts on the part of the Vale of Neath, but eventually 
Parliament gave the required running powers over the South Wales line from Neath. 
The serious impediments, however, thrown in the way of the coal traffic at the Neath 
Junction, and the heavy gradients of the line, proved almost insuperable, and the pro- 
ducts of the Aberdare district only came Into the port of Swansea in the smallest drib- 
lets. To remedy such an acknowledged evil, the Swansea and Neath direct line, over 
the Crumlyn Burrows, was promoted, the object being to afford a direct, unbroken, and 
easy communication between Merthyr and Aberdare and the port of Swansea. After 
another most determined opposition on the part of the Great Western Company, the ne- 
cessary parliamentary sanction to construct the Vale of Neath direct line was granted, 
and there being no engineering difficulties the line was speedily completed, and the coal 
trade of the Aberdare and Merthyr district and the port of Swansea received an impetus 
consequent thereon which the most sanguine had scarcely dared to hope. As a natural 
sequence the dividends of the Vale of Neath gradually rose, and, in the opinion of most 
competent authorities, would speedily have become one of the best paying lines in the 
kingdom. We may here remark, en passant, that two parallel examples are now to be 
found at the other end of the district. The Taff Vale Company and the Ebbw Vale Com- 
pany are at this moment dividing 8 and 10 per cent., and the principal cause for this 
prosperity is that the directorate resolutely resist all advances or offers for amalgama- 
tion, confining themselves to their own limits, and they are thus enabled to devote their 
whole energies to the development of their district. Had such been the policy of the 
Vale of Neath Company, we verily believe equally satisfactory financial results would 
have ensued to its shareholders. However, the Great Western, jealous of the immense 
mineral traffic of the Vale of Neath, sought amalgamation, and earnestly desired that 
which they had so determinedly opposed. The cry now was that the Vale of Neath 
was natorally part and parce! of the South Wales scheme—hence Great Western—and 
that the line could be more cheaply and efficiently worked and managed under one joint 
board of directors than by a separate board. These specious arguments prevailed with 
the Valeof Neath directors, or, rather, the Great Western held such a large amount of 
Vale of Neath stock or capital, that resistance was useless, and the terms of amalgama- 
tion were proposed and settled, notwithstanding the remonstrances of the merchants 
and traders, and the anxiety of the public at the huge monopoly which would thereby 
be created. The terms being thus settled, parliamentary sanction was sought, and the 
arguments in favour of amalgamation were ably pleaded by Mr. Merrewether on behalf 
of the promoters. The tactics of the Great Western were now completely unmasked, 
and the policy of monopoly clearly but, probably, unintentionally made visible. Hav- 
ing silenced the Vale of Neath, and obtained the only access to the port of Swansea, and 
the whole and sole control over the whole of the shipping facilities—the Swansea Har- 
bour Railway (constructed by the Harbour Trustees at an expense of 75,000/,, and leased 
to the Vale of Neath Company) and the coal drops in the North and South Docks and 
the river—they determinedly opposed all rivalry, and drew the bands of monopoly still 
more closely around them. The leading counsel of the kingdom were engaged, scien- 
tifle engineers and other witnesses brought from all parts of the kingdom, and a most 
lavish expenditure of shareholders’ money ensued. However skilfully disguised, the real 
object was plainly seen by the parliamentary committee— the gauze veil was too trans- 
Parent. Whatever may be said to the contrary, the princlpal—almost the sole object— 
of the Great Western board was to create a monopoly of the whole of the western dis- 
trict of South Wales, and this object was sought to be attained by sedulously excluding 
every means of access to the Brecon and Merthyr Railway Company, or, in other words, 
the London and North-Western Company—a company who have long since cast long- 
ing eyes over the rich vales of Glamorganshire and the rapidly progressive ports of the 
western districts. After four days’ hard fighting, the Select Committee (of whom Mr. 
Thompson Hankey was chairman) decided that running powers should be granted to 
the Brecon and Merthyr Railway—i.¢., the London and North- Western—over the Vale 
of Neath system. This decision seems to have ast ded the pr ters of the Amal- 
gamation Bill; they saw at once the monopoly strangled in the birth, high and almost 
exclusive traffic rates reduced, the district developed by means of healthy rivalry and 
competition, and the colliery proprietors, iron merchants, and the traders generally, af- 
forded easy and ready factlities for the transit of their minerals and goods to the remote 
ends of the kingdom. Their hopes and dreams were thus destroyed —shattered, “ Like 
the baseless fabric of a vision, leaving not a wreck behind.” Another shuffle of parlia- 
mentary cards, therefore, became necessary, and Mr. Merrewether, with a skilful ma- 
nosuvre which does him infinite credit, modestly (and we may almost imagine smil- 
ingly) informed the Committee that the responsibility imposed by permitting running 
powers to the Brecon and Merthyr Railway over the Vale of Neath system was such, 
and so “ pregnant with danger to the public,” that the promoters withdrew the bill. It 
would be premature to say what the effect of this decision will have upon the directors 
and shareholders of the companies whose “ matrimonial alliance” was so earnestly sought 
for; suffice it to say, that the colliery proprietors, the iron merchants, and the traders 
of the whole district, are now enabled to breathe more freely ; they gladly rejoice to see 
the would-be fetters of monopoly snapped, and have cause to be thankful that there is 
a Select Committee of the House of Commons ‘who are uninfiuenced by party motives, 
or guided by the sophistries of interested legal advocates, but who honestly and man- 
fully do their duty for the benefit of those for whom they are called upon to legislate, 











REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


June 22.—The Iron Trade presents no decided change. Orders are 
not large, but the heat of the weather renders it impossible for the men to 
make anything like the full quantity of iron, and hence orders are rather 
above than below the make. The recent failures of Messrs. Levick and 
Co., Mr. W. Green, and Mr. John Jones, of the Birchills Furnaces, near 
Walsall, produce a certain degree of caution, though no serious effects in 
the district are apprehended. It is understood that Mr. Green was a 
loser by the failure of Mrs. Gibbons, in South Staffordshire, a few months 
ago. The American orders continue of small amount, but all the orders 
sent are pressed for completion, showing that the need is urgent. It will 
take a certain time for commercial affairs there to settle down to a steady 
peace level; but when they do, a good trade is pretty certain. 

Mr. Jones’s failure, referred to above, is ascribed mainly to his having 
unduly sunk his capital in land, and other investments in America. The 
managers of the Shropshire and Staffordshire Joint Stock Banks have 
been appointed assignees, and a favourable liquidation is anticipated, 
though considerable delay is probable. So far back as 1857 Mr. Jones’s 
account was considerably overdrawn at a local bank. 

Two separate fatal accidents have occurred at the Glascote Colliery, 
Tamworth, of which Mr. Firmstone is the proprietor. As several fatal 
accidents have recently occurred in this colliery, a good deal of interest 
was excited in these cases, and @ most careful enquiry took place before the deputy- 
coroner. Mr. Evans, the Government Inspector, was present, and stated, as the result 
of examinations of the places where the two men were killed, that the falis of roof 
which caused their deaths were of such a nature that no external intication was afforded 
of the danger, and the roof had in each case been well propped. The evidence of those 
employed at the colliery was clearly and very positively to a like effect. It transpired 
in one case that 20 trees were allowed to the butties without any charge, after which 
the trees were charged 6d. each.
